6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for maintaining camp roads. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for winter highways. 

8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Town Poor. 

9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for a Public Nurse, to be em- 
ployed by the Red Cross Organization. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for public libraries and 
where it shall be expended. 

11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for street lighting in the vil- 
lages, Sanbornville, North Wakefield, East Wakefield, 
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Wakefield, Union and Woodman. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the proper observ- 
ance of Memorial Day. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to hire such sums of money as may 
be necessary to pay Town bills in anticipation of 
taxes. 

14. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for State Aid roads on 
a joint account with the State. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $546.88, the State to contribute 
their share, $2187.53, for Town maintenance on Class 
5 roads. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $125.00 to the Lakes Region 
Association of N. H. for the issuance and distribution 
of printed matter and newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertising calling attention to the resources and nat- 
ural advantages of the Town, in cooperation with 
other towns in the Lakes Region. 

17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100.00 to be paid to the San- 
bornville Fire Department, also a like sum to be paid 
to the Union Fire Department. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 for the building and 
maintenance of a hocky and skating rink. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100.00 for the control of Pine 
Blister Rust. 
| 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2000.00 for the rebuilding of 
the so-called Saw Mill Bridge, the State to expend 
a like amount. 

21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
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appropriate the sum of $200.00 for the installation of 
a septic tank for the Town Hall. 

22. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for the purchase and care of a 
Town dump. 

23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 to repair side-walks 
in Union Village.

To the School Board of Wakefield: 

I herewith submit my first annual report which 
is the first in the series of such reports. 

Union No. 36 

The eight school districts of Brookfield, Effingham, 
Freedom, Madison, Middleton, Ossipee, Tamworth, and 
Wakefield continue to comprise this supervisory union. 
The expense of administration is as follows: Brook- 
field, 1.60%; Effingham, 7.87%; Freedom, 6.04%; 
Madison, 12.43% ; Middleton, 3.81% ; Ossipee, 30.90% ; 
Tamworth, 20.41%; Wakefield, 17.44%. The above 
percentages are based on the pupil registration in 
the various towns.

The Sanbornville grade set-up has been slightly 
changed from that of previous years where the sixth, 
seventh, and eighth grades were combined. There are 
now only the seventh and eighth grades in the one 
room under Mrs. Wasson, including the pupils in these 
grades from the Wakefield Corner school. Miss Tuttle 
is teaching grades one, two, and three while Miss 
Brackett is teaching grades four, five, and six in the 
Sanbornville primary school building. As the enroll- 
ment in the East Wakefield school was exceedingly 
small at the opening of school in September it seemed 
feasible that we close the East Wakefield school and 
transport the pupils from East Wakefield to the San- 
bornville schools. This change has worked out very 
satisfactorily so far this year. May we say that the 
town of Wakefield could not receive any state aid for 
the East Wakefield school because its enrollment was 
only six pupils. In order to receive this aid a school 
must have a minimum enrollment of ten pupils. 

Even though I have not been with you long I 
wish to take this opportunity to congratulate the town 
of Wakefield for having such fine, well-equipped, up- 
to-date schools. The record of those students graduat- 
ing from its schools and entering institutions of higher 
learning have been very satisfactory. This in itself 
is a tribute to your teaching staff and to them we 
express our sincere appreciation. 

I wish to commend the janitors of the Wakefield 
schools for the splendid work which they are doing.
